NAVY UNIFORM 
REGULATIONS 

The Navy uniform regulations for 1941, 
superseding the regulations of 1922, are off 
the press and will soon be distributed to all 
ships and shore stations. 

The new book, two years in preparation, is 
copiously illustrated and is the most compre- 
hensive ever published by the Navy Depart- 
ment. Its 100 pages of regulations are supple- 
mented by 94 plates containing nearly 400 illus- 
trations of uniforms and accessories, including 
colored illustrations of medals and ribbons. 

The regulations were drafted by a board com- 
posed of Gapt. H. A. Badt. USN, senior mem-

An item of interest to officers in far-away 
sections of the globe is that all uniforms are 
illustrated in such detail that any good tailor 
anywhere could duplicate them. 

Two new uniforms prescribed by the regula- 
tions are already in use. They are the new 
khaki working uniform and the tropical uniform 
consisting of shorts, short-sleeved shirt and a 
helmet which may be worn in lieu of cap or 
white hat. Specifications are also given for new 
special winter clothing, to be worn under con- 
ditions of extreme cold, including special jacket, 
trousers, helmet, goggles, face mask, artics, and 
gloves. 

There are few changes in uniforms other than 
the new ones prescribed. A change already an- 
nounced is the turning of the eagle on the cap 
device to face right instead of left. This change 
was made after research into heraldic law re- 
vealed that a left-facing eagle is incorrect. 

It has been nearly two decades since the last 
regulations were issued, and the new ones are 
designed to take into consideration minor 
changes in men’s fashions, giving them a flexi- 
bility that may allow them to last longer than

their predecessors. The phrase “of conventional 
cut" appears frequently. The specifications for 
commissioned officers’ service white trousers is a 
good example: "Trousers shall be of plain de* 
sign and out in accordance with prevaling 
tailoring practice, bottom size to be between 18 

and 22 inches, inclusive " Thus an officer 

can be in style, whether small bottoms or bell 
bottoms be the fashion for trousers. The old 
regulations provided that dress shirts should 
open down the front, but in recent years it has 
been hard to buy dress shirts that did not open 
down the back. The new regulations say no* 
thing about this, leaving it up to the current 
fashion, but they do provide that "the bosom 
shall be stiff and starched, without plaits and 


PHILIPPINE TOURIST BUREAU 
NEWS 

Planting time is louring time for the visitor 
to the Fhilippir.es. Rain or sunshine, you may 
see on either side of the highway in the coum 
tryside large groups of women and girls stand' 
ing up to their knees in the muddy water of 
the flooded rice paddy, placing the tender rice 
seedlings firmly in the si me and mud. Color 
is lent to the scene by the splotches of red, 
green, blue against the water's surface. From 
a distance they look like banners, but turn out 
to be the tapis or a vivid blouse of some busy 
worker. A scarlet scarf worn beneath a huge sd' 
lacot, palm leaf hat, which serves as sunshade 
and umbrella, is particularly popular. About the 
shoulders a \alapiao, a cape made from a nipa 
palm leaf, is often tied securely at the throat, 


to keep the rice planter dry from the knees up. 

The men, most of them remain in the barrio 
to tend the chores of the household and mind 
the children. Their time in the field comes 
when the palay is ripe and must be cut and 
hauled in. 

The road which leads to Hundred Islands oft 
the coast of Lingayen peninsula affords the 
sightseer a fine view of rural Philippines at 
planting time. You motor to San Fernando, 
Pampanga, on to Tarlac, Dagupan, Lingayen, 
Alaminos and Lucap. There right on the wharf, 
is a resthouse, the Fabella Wharf Resthouse. 

Motor boats can be hired for a trip from that 
point to any one of a hundred small and largei 
islands, the best known of which is Quezon Is 
land where one finds accommodations for chang- 
ing into a bathing suit, etc. Hundred Islands 


showing two shirt buttons above waistcoat." 

All laws and Navy regulations pertaining to 
uniforms hive been compiled in the new publi- 
cation for the first time. Previously it was ne' 
cessary to look in a dozen different places for 
all such laws. 

Another "first" is the chapter on nurses' uni' 
forms, which are also illustrated. 

Working uniforms now have shoulder marks 
instead of sleeve stripes to indicate rank. 

All types of aiguilletes are illustrated for the 
first time. It is felt that the copious illustra- 
tions of these and other items should help Navy 
personnel in recognizing the significance of all 
uniforms, insignia and decorations — parties 
larly the latter, which are shown in color. 

Complete information on the proper care of 
uniforms is given — everything from how to 
remove chocolate stains to how to remove the 
shine from serge uniforms. 

While the new uniforms regulations set forth 
the specifications for all types of uniforms for 
the general naval and Marine Corps services, 
acutal requirements have been modified by 


Alnav No. 93 of 12 Oct. 1940 which states 
that during the present emergency naval offi- 
cers will be required to wear service dress blue 
and white uniforms only and Marine Corps Of' 
ficers to wear only undress blue and Officers to 
wear only undress blue and white and summer 
and winter service uniforms. Alnav No. 93 also 
stated officers attending White House functions 
should be prepared to wear the uniform pres' 
cribed. Uniforms for functions at the U.S. Na' 
val Academy are prescribed by the Superinten- 
dent. The order also discontinued white dress 
for Navy enlisted personnel for the duration.

“ALL SHIPMATES WENT DOWN 
IN THE MAINE” 

Occasionally some man, with at least one 
hash mark, on his sleeve, and sometimes an offh 
cer, is heard to repeat the above welbknown 
Navy lament. When it is heard we instinctive' 
ly look about for some evidence of abuse or 
neglect. Maybe the Commissary Department 
has provided delicious oranges or bananas for 
breakfast and some thoughtless shipmate carries 
his part of the ration from the table and has 
not gone far before he throws the peeling on 
the deck. Some more fastidious former denizen 
of the wide open spaces carefully piles the peel' 
ings on top of the small opening of what was 
carefully erected as a receptacle for cigarettes 
and ashes. An efficiency expert might well 
figure up how much needless and extra work 
has to be done on board ship, or about a Naval 
Station, because of carelessness, slovenliness, and 
the wanton disregard of others. No, the average 
man is a “shipmate," and even the cynics do 
not mean that “all shipmates went down on the 
Maine." 

Perhaps the greatest abuse of all is the care' 
less throwing away of partly smoked cigarettes. 
Besides the very definite danger of fire menace, 
when still lighted cigarettes are not put into 
the proper containers prepared for them, there 
is the disorder and unsightliness of cigarette 
butts thrown upon the decks and about the Sta' 
ticn grounds. Some compartment cleaners take 
great pride in waxing and polishing a deck, or 
cleaning and painting a passageway, and one 
careless Bluejacket no shipmate this time — 
discards his cigarette, fruit peel, or any other 
debris, regardless of the dirt he spawns and the 


work has been in vain. 

Another frequent offense, committed by men 
who fail to meet the requirements of the term 
“shipmate" are those who come on deck with 
shoes that have been worn in an oily space, or 
with dirty hands and smudge paintwork and 
decks that others have spent hours in getting in 
a shipshape condition. These same careless 
members of a ship's company are the ones who 
are most apt to give everybody a “regulation 
growl" if they even pass through their own 
particular cleaning space. 

Every member of the Ship's Company at this 
Station has felt the brunt of punishment that 
has been meted out to “all hands" sometime 
during their Naval career, because some few 
men failed to be "shipmates." The members 
of the Recruit Regiment soon learn that one 
member of their company can bring demerits 
and disgra.ee to the whole group. All “ship' 
mates" did not go down on the Maine, but 
there is no disguising the regretable fact that 
not all members of the Naval Service can be 
honored with that proud title of loyalty and 
affection — Shipmate; start now to be one!

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ITEMS OF SERVICE INTEREST 

Admiral Chester W. Nimitz, Chief of the 
Bureau of Navigation, which is responsible for 
personnel procurement, made public statement 
that the rate of recruit enlistment and also the 
rate of reenlistment has fallen off sharply dur- 
ing the past six months. He stated his opinion 
that the cause was: Technically skilled men 

are being paid high wage scales in civil employ' 
ment. (Ed. Note. — Ironically, the Navy men 
who fail to reelist obtained their skilled trades 
in the Navy in the first instance.) 

To meet this situation, the House Naval Af' 
fairs Committee voted to double the present 
bonus (reenlistment allowance) for men who 
reenlisted within 24 hours at the expiration of 
their enlistment. This would mean a bonus of 
$400 for men in the first three pay grades and 


a maximum of $200 for all others. 

This committee also voted power to the Sec' 
retary of the Navy to extend the terms of en' 
listed men for the duration of the emergency. 
(To apply to future enlistments and reenlist' 
ments.)

Hanson W. Baldwin, noted writer on the 
strategy and tactics of armies and navies (New 
York Times), is lukewarm if not quite opposed 
to the proposal that American Army and Naval 
forces take over the occupation of Dakar, 
French West Africa. In lieu of Dakar, writes 
Mr. Baldwin, a graduate of the U. S. Naval 
Academy, it would be more to our advantage 
and far less on the risky side if our armed forces 
were landed and joined with the British at their 
established base at Freetown, Sierra Leone, 500

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miles to the south of Dakar. 

Dakar, says Mr. Baldwin, is useful to us in 
two ways: 

(a) It is possible that port is in use by 
German submarine operations on trade routes 
near by. 

(b) In our possession, the port of Dakar 
would serve as a naval and air base for patrol' 
ling the south Atlantic-west African coast to 
eastern seaboard of South America. 

His preference for Freetown, Baldwin avers, 
has these advantages: 

(a) Avoidance of naval losses incident to 
taking of Dakar. 

(b) The forces needed to continue in occu- 
pation would be far less, the British already 
being there. 

(c) Freetown is less accessible to German 
attack than is Dakar. 

(d) Dakar, once seized by U. S. forces, 
might be liable to reconquest by the Germans if 
they proved later to be victorious in north 
Africa. 

(e) Military occupation of Dakar alone 
would be unsafe; other footholds along the west 
African coast would have to be seized, and the 
resulting personnel needed to occupy and guard 
adequately would approximate 100,000 men. 

(f) This number would require vast logistic 
endeavors to keep it supplied 

In conclusion, writes Mr. Baldwin: 

“As far as Africa is concerned, if \ve are to 
undertake operations that involve bloodshed, 
our troops should certainly be sent to Alexan- 
dria, Egypt, rather than to Dakar. The deci- 
sive point is Egypt, not French Senegal, for if 
the Germans are beaten in north Africa there is 
no need to worry about west Africa."

Such is the information provided 
by the Consul General of Iceland in New York, 
Mr. Thors, in a letter to the New York Times 
under date of July 21. 

Consul General Thors made public in his let' 
ter the existing agreement entered into between 
the Ice.andic government and the British au' 
thor.ties covering the disposition of forces in 
Iceland. This agreement makes provision for 
the continued defense of Iceland during the pe' 
riod of the arrival of the American forces and 
the departure of the British — i. e., this defense 
is not to be decreased. 

The consul's letter follows: 

“As there have been contradictory statements 
with regard to the British forces in Iceland and 
their relationship to the American forces there, 
the Icelandic government is interested in mak- 
ing it known that in its agreement with the Bri' 
tish authorities the following provision is in' 
eluded: ‘Great Britain promises to withdraw 

from this country all her armed forces as soon 
as the transport of the United States forces is 
so far advanced that their military strength is 
sufficient for the defense of the country, the de' 
fenses of the country while the exchange is 
being effected never to be less than they arc 
now. According to this agreement, it is alto' 
gether evident that the American forces are in 
Iceland to replace the British forces, which will 
be withdrawn entirely from Iceland as soon as 
circumstances will allow." Signed by Thor 
Thors, Consul General of Iceland in New York.

Treasury reports show no public debt re- 
ceipts during the years 1834 and 1835. On 
January 1, 1835, 1836 and 1837, the Treasury 
had funds on hand to meet all outstanding in- 
debtedness on presentation.

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BEETHOVEN THE MAN 

Tonight, at Rizal Me' 
morial Stad.um, will be 
held the concert by the 
Manila Symphony OrcheS' 
tra for the armed forces 
in the Philippines. Feu- 
tured on the program 
will be Beethoven's Fifth 
Symphony, one of the 
most powerful composition ever written. It was 
less than one hundred and fifty years ago that 
Ludwig Vun Beethoven created this, his master* 
piece. He fashioned his theme of four notes 
which are the basis of the composition. 

Beethoven, by the time he completed his 
Filth Symphony, was almost completely deaf. 
He created a masterpiece which he himself never 
heard. Alone with his dreams he created a migh' 
ty defiance of late. He lived in an age of terror 
and change — the years of the American and 
French Revolutions and his feelings are echoed 
in his great music as he, through this medium, 
shouted the battle cry of freedom. 

Olin Downes gives a vivid description of the 
man, Beethoven, in the following: “He was 

built for battle — a figure less than average 
height, broad'shouldred, firm'knit, resolute and 
energetic of bearing. The forehead, surmounted 
by an enormous shock of hair, broad and high; 
the jaw massive; the lips which protruded, press' 
ed firmly together. ... If ever there was per' 
bonification of a man and a genius fashioned 


for titanic deeds, it was here. 

“Beethoven's contempt for appearances, for 
pretense in high places, and the timid and con* 
ventional thinking which characterize the great* 
er part of the world was part of him and his 
music. The story of Goethe and Beethoven 
walking together, of Goethe drawing aside for 
some aristocrats to pass by and doffing his hat. 
of Beethoven striding through the group look* 
ing neither to right or left may be apochryphal 
and might easily be bad manners on the part 
of Beethoven. But he did treat the aristocrat* 
and sycophants that way. . . . 

“The Fifth symphony is of a piece with 
Beethoven the man and the artist and his mis* 
sion among us ... . Beethoven fought heroical- 
ly, sublimely and alone. There is little more 
pitiful, yet symbolical of his inner vision and 
outward helplessness, than the episode of the 
premiere of the Ninth symphony, when the 
master, aged and worn with so many good bat- 
tles, tortured by life, sunk in his thoughts, stood 
motionless on the stage, his back to the 
audience, till a singer turned the deaf old man 
about for him to see the multitude shouting and 
in tears." 

Beethoven died as he lived, defying fate to do 
its worst to him. His music symbolizes the 
struggle of mankind for freedom, and is the mo- 
tif for conquered and subjugated people every- 
where to rise and fight for their liberation. 

The opportunity to hear the Fifth symphony 
is yours at the Rizal Memorial Stadium tonight.
